On January 26, at a Christian Front gathering in Prospect 
Hall, Brooklyn, one of the key speakers stated that the Front was 
solidly behind the anti-alien policies of Us S» Senator Robert Re Rey- 
nolds of North Carolina. The speaker declared that the Senator himself 
had given his-personal endorsement to the anti-alien activities of 
this Coughlin-created organization, seventeen of whose leaders were 
recently arrested by the F.B.I. on charges of seditione 


Introduced to the gathered Fronters as "Mr. Hahn," the 
speaker expressed his warm admiration for the anti-alien bills to which 
Senator Reynolds has given his leadership, and observed that passage 
of these bills fitted into the program of the Christian Front. The 
crowd responded with enthusiastic applause to the mention of the Sena- 
tor's name. When the applause had died down, Hahn read from a letter 
-- which he claimed he had recently received from Senator Reynolds -- 
praising his (Hahn's) work in the anti-alien field. 


Reynolds Heads Campaign Embracing More Than 70 Bills 


More than seventy bills, with the cumulative goal of creat- 

/ing a special class of some three million suspects and outcasts in 
America, are now pending in Congress, These are the bills aimed at 
the foreign-born, and the campaign to make them laws is headed by 
Senator Reynolds. Chief of reactionary Vindic:tors, Reynolds is co- 
author of a bill which would establish a passport system end stringent 
police surveillance for millions of men and women in the United States, 
and is constantly proposing and supporting other, even more severe 
measures against non-citizens resident in this country. The alien- 
passport bill, favorably reported from the Senate Immigration Com- 

| mittee, is now on the Senate calendar. The Starnes Bill, calling for 

} deportation of aliens of certain categories, has passed both the House 
and the Senate end is now in its near-final stage of preparation before 
going to the White House for the President's signature. The Smith Bill, 
providing for the fingerprinting of one category of aliens and deporta- 
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tion of enother, has passed the House and is ready for thes Senate with a 
favorable report by the Senate Judiciary Committee. The Hobbs Bill, 

threatening concentration camps for undeportable foreign-born, has passed | 
the House and is recommended by the Senate Judiciary Committee. 


Heartened by this and similar successes, Senator Reynolds and 
his friends are advocating wholesale deportations of aliens and complete 
suspension of immigration for a period of ten years, Not to be outdone, | 
Congressman Dies demands deportation of “seven million alianse” He hasn't 
bothered to ascertain from U. Se official figures that there are at prem’ 
ent only 3,800,000 aliens in the country.

KLAN HOLDS SECRET KONVENTION IN PHILADELPHIA 


Imperial Wizard of the Ku Klux Klan, Je A. Colescott of Atlanta, 
Gas, has just concluded a three-day week-end Konvention of Eastern Klan 
leaders in Philadelphia, The Hour learnse The convention, which was held 
in the home of one of the Pennsylvania Klan leaders, is expected to be fol- 
lowed by several changes in the activities of the Eastern Klan and will 
include a "law-and-order drive." 


As is usual in Klan activities, “law-end-order drives" are only 
the prelude to further attacks upon the rights of minorities. The first 
drive, strictly one of “morals,” will concern itself with “liquor drinking 
of minors in saloons end roadhousese" This is to be followed by a "white 
Protestantism" revival, which will be used as the slogan to reorganize Kla- 
verne in Eastern areas where they have been defwmct for some time. 


As was foretold in The Hour for January 27, Colescott is visit- 
ing the East to reorganize Klansmen in that section. He is traveling 
secretly throughout New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Connecticut, Mas= 
sachusetts, and Rhode Island. According to reports from investigators, 
the most effective Klan activities of late have been in New Jersey, where 
night rides, cross-burnings and Klan meetings are rugular Oscurrencese 
A Jerséy City minister, Rev. A. Me Young, is the New Jersey Imperial Grand 
Wizarde Reve Young has been an active Klansman for more then twenty- 
five yearse 


Southern Klan also Active in Reshuffling 


Increased Klan activity in South Carolina, Georgia, Florida and 
Alabama is taking place as a result of a recent tour of that section by 
ex-veterinarian Colescotte. Colescott held a conference with 556 Klan 
leaders in Orlando, Florida six wecks agoe This is being followed up with 
night rides, which, according to Klean circles, have resulted in the re- 
registration of over 3,500 ex-Klonsmen, Full-page advertisements are 
being placed in some Southern publications appealing for organizers and 
members of the revived Klan. 


Department of Justice Takes Hand 


In Anderson, South Carolina, the Department of Justice is be- 
ginning en investigation of recent Klean campaigns of terror as a result 
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of protests over interference with union organizations Union groups have 
filed complaints with the Department alleging that the Klan by its ter-' 
roristic methods has balked attempts to organize workers and is there- 
fore violating the National Labor Relations Act which specifically pro- 
hibits such actions. 


The Hour also learns that, should this prosecution succeed, 
union leaders are prepared to file complaints of a similar nature in all} 
communities where the Klan attempts to influence labor organization, The! 
protest in Anderson followed a reign of terror in which several workers 
were taken out and beaten and slugged by masked Klensmeng One of the 
victims told a reporter for The Hour that, "they said they were beating || 
me because I didn't give my wife enough money and because I beat my five-i| 
year old boye I have never been married and have no children." i

that Pastor Scherger together with German Consul General Dre E. Le Baer 
was speaker at several meetings extolling the virtues of Hitlerisme

Allen Zoll, indicted Coughlinite leader, currently awaiting 
trial for attempted extortion of the $7,500 from Radio Station WWCA in 
New York to call off the Coughlin nicket line eround that station, is 
continuing his "patriotic activities" at his old stand, the Hotel Iroquois 
in New York, The Hour learns. 


Zoll has revived hia American Patriots, Inc., first formed by 
eamaelt two years 1280 and is also cooperating actively with en alleged 
"neutrality group," calling itself "The Emergency Council to Keep the 
United States Out of Foreign War." The American Patriots are still solice 
iting funds to oarry on their work. They claim that the funds are being 
used "for patriotic purposese" 


A reporter for The Hour, who checked with Zoll's headquarters, 
learned thet the American Patriots are still functioning and that Zoll is 
anxiously scurrying around town surrounding himself with people who, he 
feols, will be considered of good repute,to act as character witnesses at 
his coming triale 


The Emergency Council to keep the United States out of Foreign 
War was formed last September with Zoll playing a behind-the-scenes roles 
Included on its Board of Governors are: the Rev, Francis Xe Talbot, editor 
of the Catholic publicetion America, which has frequently praised Father 
Coughlin; George Ue Harvey, reactionary borough president of Queens, New 
York; Mrs. Elizabeth Dilling, »ro-fascist editor of several alien-baiting 
books; Miss Margaret Hooper, Director of the American Federation against 
Communism, another "super-patriotic groupe"

FASCIST AM@PICAN GUARDS FORMED IN CHICAGO

years ago to advocate the setting up of ghettos in every large American 
city, has been distributing pamphlets containing sourrilous attacks 
upon racial minorities, Special emphasis is being given to the attack 
upon refugees entering the United Statese 
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
